Panama News 


Latest information we have is a clipping from a Panama newspaper 
in which the writer of an article exposes the graft that is contemplated 
with this issue of stamps. From still another source we have some com- 
ment which we might best publish, just as it comes, and let you judge 
for yourself. 

The Popes stamps of Panama were supposed to have come out 
March the 2nd—the real lowdown on these I got straight from an 
authority—the deal for the release of these stamps was made with the 
assassinated president. The new authorities knowing the expense of 
the stamp printing was already paid for and the Corporation that was 
formed stood to lose ever ything unless the stamps were accepted, the 
Panamanian government is holding out for the lion’s shafe of the pro- 
fits—eventually they will be released because the U.S. firm that has 
sponsored the Popes will let them go just to break even if need be—you 
can count on that—the stamps are all printed and being held by the 
Panama Bank. There is little else the Printing firm there in the U. S. 
can do—take whatever they are offered and get out—I’ll bet you this 
will be a lesson to U. S. firms—making deals with these unstable Latin 
American governments is like making a business deal with a juvenile. 

‘Phere is another shady deal on the Panama Rotary stamps—only 
15,000 of the dollar value was printed—the plates destroyed then only a 
small percentage of them were put on sale for but three days—only 1000 
were issued on this side of the Isthmus and most of these were bought 
up by one person—though I did not learn who. this was I can guess the 
stamp has been cornered. The 6c and 21c value is still to be found but 
the dollar has been missing since the third day of issue. You can bet 
this—those people who collect this sort of material are going to pay 
through the nose for the Panama Rotary set complete.’’

Examination of several blocks of various flag stamps leads to the 
following finding. I have noted some others of the flag stamps along 
with some copies of the Denmark stamp which show the flag pole in a 
decidedly brownish color while other stamps of various of the flags are 
am an intense black, some also not of such intense black color, 

It should be noted that on these stamps the name in the upper right 
corner and the flag pole, plus such shading as there is in the flags of 
the various countries, is the only black print on the stamps. 

While I can not enthuse too much over this item it is of interest to 
note that other stamps than the Denmark show brownish instead of 
black,, and that the black on the various stamps seems to run from a 
thin grayish to an intense. 

These facts might be of interest to collectors who go for shades and 
if you have any number of flags I feel certain that you will find little 
difficulty in finding some of the brownish shade if carefully examined. 

I would believe that these freaks come from a change of ink on the 
press where a red had been washed off and a black ink put on in place 
and the red had not been fully cleaned from the rollers of the press.

It isn’t that he wouldn’t be hon- 
est as he understands philatelic 
honesty; but his approach to the 
hobby couldn’t possibly ever be 
fair to the better than average 
stamp collector and his display, 

As I infer from what he has 
written, unless the material in 
an exhibit hasn’t cost several 
thousand dollars, or .isn’t some 
god-forsaken specialty or obsolete 
country, then it should be dirt 
in the eyes of the judges.

This is just a matter of separat- 
ing the philatelic exhibits from 
the stamp collecting ones, and 
judging them on their own pecu- 
liar merits. 

Philately and stamp collecting 
are altogether two different 
things although most _ people 
would lump them as one unit:

In the judging I have done I 
have seen stamp collecting dis- 
plays which far outshone any of 
the philatelic ones, and the op- 
posite has also been true. How- 
ever, when the competition is 
tough, it would have been fairer 
to both the judges and the en- 
trants if stamp collecting and 
philately had been separate with 
their own schedule of scoring 
points. 

Both sides have their equities. 
The students keep the lamps of 
knowledge burning; the stamp 
collector through his pocketbook 
keeps the whole business on a 
respectable and solvent basis.

An editorial from a recent edi- 
tion of the New Orleans Times- 
Picayune discloses that postal 
commercialism has reared its 
dollar-signed head in the swamps 
and bayous of southern Louisi- 
ana. It reads — 

New Orleans’ Rabbit Island — 
or, rather, 
colony of camps which is part of 
Rabbit Island and which is known 
on maps and to the L. anc N. 
Railroad as Rigolets — has ceased 
to wonder why it has been made 
a post office or station, with a 
new name and a postmaster. Mr. 
James Lascola, who got his ap- 
pointment Nov. 1, <eveals that 
this is to be the Easter capital 
of the United States and parts 
elsewhere, providing a postmark 
identifiable with that lion of the 
season, the wunny. He invites 
the public to mail or bring to him 
their bundles of stamped Easter 
greetings, etc., to. be remailed 
from Rabbit Island. Personal vis- 
its might help ‘he station’s own 
stamp sales, but visits can be 
made only by train or boat. 

Rabbit Island is independent 
of the New Orleans post office, 
and constitutes a rare recent ex- 
ample of post offices being add- 
ed to, rather than subtracted 
from the national register. That 
it has some marsh rabbits is 
deemed entircly possible. It has 
a couple, at least, of competitors 
— one in Lake Calcasieu and one 
in the Gulf in the Wax Lake 
Pass area — but neither has 
thought to become a post office, 
or go after the Easter business, 

Its island is formed by the Big 
and Little Rigolets, which gave 
their name to the plac: now 
destined, it appears, for philatelic 
fame. The Rigolets derive, sources 
seem to agree, from the French 
word for “channels” — some in- 
sisting it stands rather for “dit- 
ches,” and little ones at that, 
which would give us the Big Lit- 
tle and Little Little Ditches, 
neither of which is a ditch. We 
prefer under all the circum- 
stances a derivation based on the 
verb “rigoler,” “to have fun” — 
which seems to be Mr. Lascola’s 
intention.

The newest issue of Channe] Is- 
land locals recalls the ancient mon- 
asteries which prospered’ there 
during the 1000-year period from 
about 550 A.D. to 1550 A.D. 
Students of monastic history will 
be fascinated by the set of three 
stamps from Herm Island which 
depicts a new heraldic crest adopt- 
ed by the island with ‘‘three monks 
proper with two dolphins argent on 
a shield azure’’. 

The monks are Franciscans and 
their presence recalls the fact that 
for nearly ten centuries the island 
was the center of a great deal of 
religious. activity. 

Herm Island started issuing its 
own stamps in 1949 when the British 
post office turned down a request 
to reopen the old post office on the 
island. Its local stamps are valid 
only for payment of the fee to the 
fisherman who takes letters over to 
the nearby Island of Guernsey for 
posting at the office there. The 
British government has no objec- 
tion to use of the local stamps so 
long as the word ‘‘postage’’ does 
not appear on them. 

Herm is now a popular summer 
colony, its four miles of sandy 
beaches and quiet groves attracting 
many weary Britons who come 
across the English Channel by 
steamer to Guernsey and then go 
by motorboat to Herm. 

According to a history of the is- 
land prepared by its administrator, 
Major A. G. Wood, the Tenant of 
Herm, a small chapel was founded 
there about the year 550 dedicated 
to St. Tugual, a Breton Bishop. The 
chapel first belonged to the Abbey 
of Mount St. Michel but was trans- 
ferred by William the Conqueror to 
the Abbey of Notre Dame de Veou 
of Cherbourg. 

In the year 1141 history records 
that Brother Claude Panton, ‘‘the 
hermit of Herm’’, was present at 
the consecration of St. Sampson’s 
Church in Guernsey. This suggests 
that Herm Island got its name from 
the Hermitage, or retreat house for 
monks, maintained there. Certain- 
ly the isolation of the island lent it- 
self well to the pursuits of study 
and contemplation. 

Just when the Franciscans took 
possession of the island is uncertain 
but historical records from 1440 
make it clear that it was a major 
center of Franciscan activity at 
that time. 

After the Reformation the island 
was acquired by the British Crown, 
and in the 1700’s was a game pre- 
serve for the Governor of Guern- 
sey. Quarrying brought a tempo- 
rary flurry of activity to the island 
in the 1800’s, but until the big tour- 
ist boom began in the Channel Is- 
lands after World War II, it was 
just a sleepy isolated little spot on 
the map. 

Now thanks to the interest of 
stamp collectors in its unique local 
stamps, Herm Island has gained a 
measure of international fame.

EARLY CHRISTIAN 


arly Christian, or Basilica 
ite evcived from Roman public 
or private halls.

BYZANTINE 


The central space, with a dome 
over it, represents the Byzantine 




















ideal form of church. The ground 
plan is usually that of a Greek 
Cross and frequently domes sur- 
mount the end of each arm, as in 
the case of St. Mark’s Church in 
Venice. The finest example of the 
Byzantine style is that of the 6th 
ceritury church of Hagia Sophia, in 
Constantinople (France SP26). 
Other examples are to be found on 
stamps of Serbia, Bulgaria and 
Armenia. 


ROMANESQUE 


What for convenience is termed 
the Romanesque style evolved from 
the Latin Basilica. It was the 
prevalent style of ecclesiastical ar- 
chitecture in Western Europe from 
about the 9th to the 13th centuries; 


in Italy it persisted until the 
Renaissance. 
In Romanesque churches, the 


weight and thrust of the roof is sup- 
ported by thick walls instead of but- 
tresses, as in the Gothic style 
church, Light enters by means of 
small, semicircular “barrel- 
arches.” As the Romanesque style 
reached its fullest stage of develop- 
ment, churches assumed the form 
a crux commissa, and were 
sometimes vaulted with stone. 





One of the best examples of the 
fully developed Romanesque style 
OR postage stamps is the Abbaye 
aux Hommes at ‘Caen, in France, 
(A216). Other examples are: St. 
Sernin, Toulouse, (France SP167),

RENAISSANCE 


The architects of the Renaissance

period, which began in the 15th 
century, turned back to pagan 
times for their inspiration. Italy, 
which had never taken kindly to 
the Gothic style, was the cradle of 
Renaissance architecture, 

One of the outstanding character- 
istics of this form is the emphasis 
placed on the horizontal line and 
the employment of columns as an 
element of decoration. In the case 
of churches a dome was added. 





The Basilica of St. Peter in Rome 
is the greatest example of the 
Renaissance church. Other Renais- 
sance churches which appear on 
postage stamps are St. Paul’s, Lon- 
don, the’ Val de Grace and Invalides 
(both churches at one time), Paris. 
Our Capitol in Washington is also 
built in Renaissance style. 


BAROQUE 


The Baroque style, which also 
originated in Italy towards the end 
of the 16th century, was actually a 
revolt against the bondage of a 
Classicism that had become dull, 
cold and uninspired. It is charac- 
terized by lavish ornamentation 
and a departure from the severe 
horizontal line. 

Germany and Austria in particu- 
lar took kindly to this style, which 
reached its height throughout 
Europe in the 17th century. Ex- 
amples on postage stamps are the 
Church of the Jesuits (Quito), Melk 





Monastery in Austria, the Karls- 
kirche of Vienna and Zweifalten 


Church in Wurttemberg, 
ROCOCO 


Following the Baroque we come 
to the Rococo. ft had its origin in 
France in the early decades of the 
18th century and spread quickly to 
other parts of Europe, especially to 
Germany and Austria. If the@Baro- 
que stood for a new freedom, Roco- 
co stood for complete abandon. 

Classic precedence was deliber- 
ately discarded or distorted. It fol- 
lows that this new freedom found 
easier €xpression in decorations 
rather than structures, hence there 
are few, if any, churches that can 
be described as being built in pure 
Rococo style. We know of none on 
stamps. 


CLASSIC REVIVAL 


During the last years of the 18th 
and the first half of the 19th cen- 
turies some church architects were 
obsessed with the idea that a Chris- 
tian church should assume the form 
of a Roman temple. The Church 
of the Madeleine. Paris (1804) is 
the first of these in Europe. Other 
examples to be found- on postage 
stamps are the Cathedral of Buenos 
Aires, Argentina, and the Cathedral 
of St. Stanislaus, Vilno, Poland... 


MODERN 


Even the most modernistic styles 
of architecture have not been neg- 
lected by philately. Mexico 853 
shows the highly modernistic 
Church of the Virgin at Monterey, 
to round out completely the collec- 
tion of religious architecture by 
styles. 

Before concluding we wish to 
again repeat that the foregoing is 
but the barest outline of the most 
important types of churches. There 
are various modifications and sub- 





divisions of which we have made no 
mention, e.g., Norman Romanes- 





que, Early, High and Late Gothic, 
etc. etc, 

To those readers who are serious- 
ly interested in furthering their 
knowledge of this aspect of religious 
philately we would suggest a visit 
to the local library and obtaining 
books on the history of architecture, 
The knowledge gained thereby will 
add considerable enjoyment to the 
most fascinating of all hobbies—col- 
lécting religion on stamps.

But the Syrian Post Office De- 
partment had not forgotten, in 
fact it wasn’t allowed to forget, 
as Rotary is strong -n Syria, Le- 
banon, Egypt and the other ad- 
vanced Arab states. Actually, it 
was preparing a coup, designed 
to outdo all other countries by 
issuing not one but two sets in 
honor of one of the world’s most 
famous service clubs. 

On March 26, in commemora- 
tion of the Rotary Congress. of 
Syria, which had convened in 
Damascus earlier in the month, 
the government placed on sale 
an attractive set of two airmail 
stamps inscribed in Arabic:”Lo- 
cal Rotary Congress, ‘Damascus, 
4 March 1955”. Values were 35 
and 65 piasters, for European and 
American airmail rates, respec- 


tively. 
aa | 
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Both stamps showed an attrac- 
tive silhouette-like impressionis- 
tic motif of the Omayyad Grand 
Mosque, the Syrian capital’s 
most ancient and imposing build- 
ing. Above the needle-like min- 
arets of the mosque is the word 
“Syria” in ornate Kufic charac- 
ters, embellished with arabesques. 
Between the last two letters of 
the country name (to left, Ara- 
bic order) is superimposed the 
Rotary International symbol. 
Below the mosque are the 
country name in French, biling- 
ual figures of value (with tiny 
and practically illegible airmail 
inscriptions above them), then 
the Rotary commemorative leg- 
end and designer’s and printer’s 
superscriptions. 

As usual, both the paper and 
printing process leave much to 
be desired, but the extremely 
good designing and silhouette ef- 
fect does much to offset these de- 
ficiencies. 


1,500 Imperfs Promised 


40.000 sets were issued, and 
1500 imperfs are slated to be re- 
leased in the near future. 

On the next day, to the de- 
light of philatelically-minded Ro- 
tarians, a second airmail set was 
issued in the aenominations. of 
25 and 75 piasters for-intra-A. P.

tional fame and status for nearly 
15 centuries — the fortress-like 
hilltop convent of ‘Notre Dame 
de Sardenaye”, us the Crusaders 
called it, better known by its 
modern Arabic name of Sayid- 
naya. 

Even as Rotary International 
today crosses over national, ra- 
cial and religious boundaries, so 
did Sayidnaya’s_ shrine, ‘incor- 
porating a miraculous ikon of 
the Virgin, before which faith 
cures of both Christians and Mos- 
lems have be.a reported, bridge 
over the Oriental and European, 
Moslem and Christian differences 
of the Crusades. 


“True Shrine Featured” 


Built by Byzantine Emperor 
Justinian, from whose days the 
miraculous gold-encrusted ikon 
dates, Sayidnaya, a half-thousand 
years later, was a famous “true 
shrine” to which Christian pil- 
grims were regularly admitted 
although it lay deep in Moslem 
territory never controlled by the 
Crusaders. Distinguished  Cru- 
sader captives, including an oc- 
casional Count of Tripoli, from 
Lebanon, awaiting ransom in 
gilded captivity amid the gar- 
dens and fountains of palatial 
Damascene villas, were allowed 
by indulgent sultans to visit 
Sayidnaya on parole. 

The Moslem Sultans of Egypt 
and Syria regularly dispatched 
choice lamp oil for Sayidnaya’s 
sanctuary lamps. This _ practice 
is still followed today by pious 
Moslem families of Syria and 
Lebanon, much to the delight of 
the litthe Orthodox nuns who 
tend the famous shrine and op- 
erate Sayidnaya’s only pilgrim 
hostel within its towering walls 
of Byzantine, Crusader, Mamluk, 
Ottoman and modern masonry. 

“Notre Dame de Sardenaye” is 
seen, castle-like, from beneath 
an overhanging tree in the fore- 
ground. On the branches and 
leaves of the tree are superim- 
posed exactly the same country 
name and Rotary symbol com- 
bination as on the Congress 
stamps plus the French-language 





country name. . 

On the ground, below the tree 
are the Rotary anniversary in- 
scriptions and the Arabic word 
“Sayidnaya”’, Again, superior de- 
signing has saved the stamps 
from the effects of the poor 
printing and paper. 

As the perfing is also defective, 
care should be taken in separat- 
ing these stamps. The first stamp 
removed from a mint sheet by 
the writer for study in the pre- 
paration of this article came out 
minus the lower_right corner in 
spite of usual precautions of 
folding along the perf lines prior 
to separation.

Colorful Designs Found In 
Collection Tracing Church 
Music Thru The Centuries 


Ida Mae Kidwell 
Genesis 4:21 “Jubal he was the father of all such as handle 


The word organ does not at all mean the instrument like that 





Music, both vocal and instru- 
mental, was used in the religious 
services of the Hebrews. Up until 
the time of David the king, there 
was no systematic cultivation of 
music among them, but the es- 
tablishments of schools of the 
prophets supplied this want. 

David chose 4000 musicians, 288 
trained as leaders, 1 Chron. 25: 
6,7. The whole number was di- 
vided into 24 bands, each consist- 
ing of 154 musicians with 12 
specially trained leaders, and a 
conductor. The leaders played 
on cymbals (know of a stamp?), 
perhaps to mark time. These 
great choirs answered one to an- 
other in responsive singing. 

The harp was the favorite in- 
strument of Egypt, used as far 
back as 1470 B.C. (Spanish Gui- 
nea No. 324: Estonia No. 114; 
Italy No. C80.) 1 Chron. 15:24— 
“the priests did blow with the 
trumpets before the ark of 
God—” 

In ancient times the straight 
trumpet was reserved for the 
priests. (Russia No. 662; Croatia 
No. B13). 

The trumpet (shophar) in the 
‘orm of an amimal’s horn, even 
when made of metal, originated 
in the use of horns of cattle. 
(France No. 317). 

1 Chron. 13:8 “And David and 
all Israel played before God with 
all their might, and with singing, 
and with harps, and with psalt- 
ries (Ingermanland No. 14, zither 
later form of psaltrie) and with 
timbrels.” (Portugal No. 676). 
Through the Christian church 
our music experienced its earliest 
awakening — early Christians 
sang in their assemblies. They 
took their Psalms from the Jews, 
but very soon they created their 
own hymns. Early chureh serv 
ices were of an improvisory and 
spontaneous character depending 
on the Spirit to move individuals 
to testify. 

When the Christians ceased to 
be a persecuted sect, and were 
able to openly express their re- 
ligion, they received many rich 
and learned followers. Large ba- 
silicas were built which required 
an ordered and fitting ritual with 
accompanying inusic. Eventually 
song was thought of as a part 
of the office of prayer, and was 
transferred from the congrega- 
tion to a choir composed of cler- 
icals. (Belgium No. B291). 

By the close of the 6th cen- 
tury the Roman liturgy had been 
completed, and had been given a 
musical setting in the form of 
unison chants. The Greeks made 
the first systematic attempt to 
produce a system of permanent 
notation — musical notes in the 
form of Greek letters chiseled 
into stone tablets. 

The convents and monasteries 
were the centers of culture of 
church music. St. Benedict found- 
ed 12 monasteries, in which much 
time was spent in music research. 
(Italy No. 238; Belgium No.’s 
B448, B449). 

@regory the Great revised, se- 
lected, composed and noted a 
great number of chant melodies 
which became the model for the 
whole western church, and are 
still used by the Catholics. They 
were recorded with queer signs 
called neumes, which resemble 
modern’ shorthand characters, 
written above the, words — not 
to indicate pitch but to suggest 
the rising and falling of the 
voice. 

A monk, now unknown, in- 
vented a red line which repre- 
sented a fixed tone, and placed 
neumes above and below it to 
indicate higher and lower pitch. 
A second line, colored green or 
yellow, was added to indicate 
an interval of a 5th above the 
lst line. The 1st line was F, and 
the added line indicated C. The 
use of colored lines was not 
long continued. 

In the 11th century Guido d’- 
Arrezo (Italy No. 541) devised a 
four line staff and used both 
lines and the spaces between 
them to indicate pitch. A fifth 
line was added: by the 13th ‘'cen- 
tury,-and lines and spaces were 
filled with black squares of: dif- 
ferent sizes, in place of neumes.

used in our churches today. St. 
time when all musical instruments were called organs. 
idea of a wind instrument was suggested by wind blowing across 
the open ends of broken reeds, then the discovery that different 
length reeds gave different sounds. 

Then reeds or pipes, differing in length, were bound together 
So as to produce a succession of musical sounds by blowing them 
with the mouth. So was produced Pan’s Pipes - The Syrinx of 
Ancient Greece - the forerunner of our modern pipe organ. (Italy, 
Scott Catalog Nos. 255, 595; Tunisia No. 65). 





Augustine tells us there was a 
The first 





manuscripts show exact inter- 
vals. Singers had to spend up 
to nine years in learning by heart 
the cycle of melodies for the 
whole year. 

Measured music is allied to 
the Cathedrals of the Gothic 
period. The great musical cen- 
ter of this period was the Ca- 
thedral of Notre Dame de Paris. 
(France No. B217). The new 
style, called descant, employed 
different counter melodies against 
the same theme. 

Popular dance melodies with 
strongly marked rhythms began 
to enter church music, and varia- 
tions of time are recognized. 

In the 13th century, Meister- 
singers consisted of members of 
the burgher class, organized into 
guilds. Those who could invent 
new melodies were called as 
Masters, (Bohemia & Moravia 
No. 85) those who could not as 
yet read music fluently, as pu- 
pils. (Deutsches Reich No. B52). 
The melodies of Protestant 
churches were influenced by 
Meistersongs. 

At the opening of the Cathe- 
dral at Florence on March 24, 
1436, Gabrieli placed four choirs 
of voices and instruments in dif- 
ferent parts of the basilica. So 
much had the secular spirit tri- 
umphed everywhere that the 
Mass and Vespers were apt to 
be social occasions enlivened by 
concerts. 

In 1526 Erasmus (Netherland 
No. B89) complained of churches 
reverberating with the sound of 
flutes, pipes, trumpets and trom- 
bones; and brass and drums ac- 
companying the Sanctus. 

Martin Luther restored to the 
ordinary man, or congregation, 
the rights of which they had 
been deprived ever since the 
establishment of singing schools 
in the 4th century. He organized 
the Reformed Church on the ba- 
sis of community singing. The 
music to be considered a means 
for underlining Evangelical 
truths, rather than to give plea- 
sure. Choir singing was retained 
but not exalted above congrega- 
tional singing. Luther’s hymns 
are noted, not for new forms, 
but for new spirit. (Saar No. B83; 
Germany No. 689). 

John Calvin in France was 
even more afraid of music giving 
pleasure, and attempted to do 
what Luther had done for Ger- 
many — to arrange suitable melo- 
dies for Calvinistic congregations. 
He allowed no hymns except me- 
trical versions of the Psalms. 

Heinrich Schutz’ main activ- 
ity lay in the field of church 
music. His greatest works came 
in his old age. (Gérmany No. 
456). He renounced all instru- 
ments and put the narrative por- 
tions into neo-Gregorian chant, 
the chorus being a cappella. In 
these works Schutz might be a 
Catholic or a Protestant inter- 
preting the Bible histories with 
simplicity and purity of utter- 
ance, demonstrating that music 
can transcend denominational 
differences. 

During the 16th century the 
congregational singing was ac- 
companied by the choir (Ro- 
mania No. 795; Germany No. B- 


317). About 1600 the organ took : 


| place of the choir in this of- 
ice. 

The modern Anthem of mixed 
solo and chorus -nusic is an Eng- 
lish invention dating from the 
latter part of the 17th century. 

Puritanism was the extreme 
phase of the reaction against Ro- 
manism. Vestments were abol- 
ished, choirs disbanded, service 
books and organs destroyed. Tke 
loss in church libraries cannot 
be estimated. (United States No. 
777). In the church service, up 
to 1750, was a practice known as 
*‘Deaconing” or “lining out”. The 
deacon would rap with his 
knuckles on a brass candlestick 
or a curtain rod, and he would 
set the key to the resulting tone. 
Then from the five tunes, he 
would strike up the one he 
thought best suited the psalm 
for the day. The deacon would 
sing one line at a time, which 
was repeated after him by the 
congregation.

The Quakers (U. S. No. 724) 
were to music in Pennsylvania, 
what the Puritans were in New 
England, and went a step fur- 
ther in disapproving of any 
music whatsoever. 

The hymn of ancient times was 
a poem written in memory of he- 
roes or addressed to the gods. In 
ancient Israel. the words hymn 
and psalm were practically inter- 
changeable. The modern hymn is 
a composition divided into stanzas 
or verses, expressive of adoration 
or lofty emotion, the chief ¢s- 
sentials of which are praise and 
prayer to 

The first group of hymns in the 
English language were those 
translated from the Latin. The 
first English hymn book was is- 
sued 1623. 
After the Revolutionary War 
denominational activity in the 
production of hymns was in- 
tense. The first official hymnal is- 
sued by the Protestant Episcopal 
Church was in 1789, Methodists 
in 1790, Baptists 1790, Unitarians 
1795, Congregationalists 1799, and 
Presbyterians 1828.

it Rum Cay. Then and only then 
did he begin naming islands for 
his royal patrous and their coun- 











try. 

Having done this latter duty on 
his first voyage he was free to 
name as he pleased on his sec- 
ond, except that on his first 
stormy homeward trip he had 
vowed, and later taken a six 
pound wax candle -to Our Lady 
of Guadeloupe. 

“Name an island for our mon- 
astery on your. next trip,” the 
monks has begged. 

He now sighted his first new 
island on Sunday, so Dominica, 
Sunday Land, it became. Next, 
“for love of the ship on which 
he sailed,” the second Santa 
Maria, he named Mariagalante, 
Mary the Gallant. It later be- 
came Marie Galante. The French 
also changed his group of small 
islands, Todos los Santos, All the 
Saints, to Les Saintes. Then re- 
membering his promise, came 
Santa Maria de Guadelupe, now 
Guadeloupe. 

At Montserrat in Spain, says 
legend, the saw-toothed moun- 
tains were split at the time of 
the crucifixion. Here, too, leg- 
endarily, was King Arthur’s mys- 
tical castle of the Holy Grail. 
In Columbus’ day half a million 
pilgrims a year climbed the 
steep slopes to the monastic shrine 
which housed the famous Black 
Virgin, said to have been carved 
by Saint Luke himself. So the 
next island becarne Santa Maria 
de Monserrate, now shortened to 
Montserrat. 

From its northern end he sight- 
ed and named, but did not visit, 
Santa Maria la Antigua, honor- 
a famed miracle-working madon- 
na in Seville Cathedral, where 
he had prayed before starting 
this voyage. Antigua it now is. 

Next, passing a small rounded 
rock in the sea, he possibly re- 
membered the ancient circular 
church in Rome, wrested from 
pagan gods and rededicated to 
the Virgin, St. Mary Rotunda. 
Certainly he remembered that 
Christmas was just two weeks 
ahead, and that a week before 
Christmas came the Feast of the 
Expectation, called by Spaniards 
the Feast of Our Lady of the O, 
not in allusion to her advanced 
pregnancy, but “because on that 
day the clerics in the choir used 
to utter a loud and protracted 
‘O’, to express the longing of the 
universe for the coming of the 
Redeemer.” Santa Maria la Ro- 
— he called the rounded is- 
e 
It was now the vigil of St. 
Martin of Tours, who had di- 
vided his cloak ‘with a beggar, 
so Columbus :amed his next 
island San Martin. His st ccessors 
moved that name to an island 
sixty miles ahead, and renamed 
this Nuestra Senora de las Nie- 
vas, Our Lady of the Snows, not 
because of the climate, but rem- 
iniscent of a miraculous August 
snowfall in Rome, given as a 
sign to denote where the Vir- 
gin wished her church Santa 
Maria Maggiore to be built. This 


is the present island of Nevis, 
Riley (U. S. No.| 


Then came San Jorge (now St. 
Kitts), Santa Anastasia (now 
named by the Dutch, St Eusta- 
tius) and San Cristobal, a hump- 
backed island looking like a man 
carrying a child on his back. 
This name; as noted above, was 
transferred back to Columbus’ 
island of St. George, and short- 
ened to St. Kitts. ’ 

Columbus’ San Cristobal be- 
came Saba (Sheba)... Two days 
iater he sighted and named for 
the Holy Cross the island known 
as St. Croix, or Santa Cruz. 

Yet two more days and he 
reached a group of fort -six is- 
lands he named for St. Ursula 
and her eleven thousand virgins 
—the Virgin Islands, including 
St. John and St. Thomas. 

Four days later he landed at 
a large island which he named 
for John the Baptist, San Juan 





Bautista, which we know as 


Puerto Rico. 

On his third voyage he deter- 
mined to name the first land he 
sighted for the Holy Trinity, and 
so when three mountain peaks 
appeared he thought it a sign 
from heaven, and named their 
island Trinidad. Then sighting a 
point on the mainland, but think- 
ing it merely another island, he 
called it Holy Island, Ysla Sanc- 
ta. 

Then came two islands he 
named for the Assumption (Asun- 
cion) and the Conception (La 
Conception). Asuncion was Gren- 
ada, and La Concepcion was prob- 
ably only a low-lying cloud. 

On his fourth and final voy- 
age he battled a storm along 
the mainland coast for twenty- 
eight days, averaging six miles 
a day. Seeing the cliffs rising 
sheer from the sea he quoted the 
psalmist, “Out of the depths 
(hondo),” so we have Honduras. 

When he reached at last a cape 
where the shoreline changed 
and he could sail before the 
wind, he named it Gracias a 
Dios, Thank-God Cape. Christ- 
mas day, he spent in the harbor 
where the Panama Canal now 
makes its start. 

January 6, the Feast of the 
Three Kings, he anchored at a 
river and tried to start a town, 
Santa Maria de Belen (Bethle- 
hem), from which he was glad 
to turn back for badly needed 
repairs. This ended his ventur- 
ings. 

Columbus was typical of his 

kind. In July 1497, Portugal’s 
Vasco da Gama on the San Gab- 
riel, accompanied by the San 
Raphael and San Miguel, sailed 
for the tip of Africa in an ef- 
fort of find a seaway to India. 
On Christmas day, after fearful 
storms, they sighted land, which 
they joyously named Natal for 
His natal day. 
The philatelist’s quest might 
then lead him to go with Cabral 
in 1500 to his supposedly chance 
discovery of Brazil, which he first 
sighted at Mount Pascal and 
named Terra da Vera Cruz, Land 
of the True Cross. 

Or to Magellan’s fleet of the 
Trinidad, San Antonio, Santiago, 
Concepcion, and Vittoria (Our 
Lady of Victory) past the tip 
of South America, enroute west- 
ward around the world. After 
nearly four famine-ridden months 
they sighted an island which 
they named for Saint Paul. A 
month later they found on St. 
Lazarus’ day, an island group 
they named for Lazarus, which 
we call the Philippines. 

Or to Alvaro de Mendana’s 
Ships Los Reyes and Todos San- 
tos, the Magi and All the Saints, 
to find the Solomon Islands, 
which later were lost so long. 

Or to Dutch Jacob Roggeveen’s 
ships as he discovered Easter Is- 
land. Or he might go with the 
Englishman James Cook in his 
discovery of Christmas Island. 

The philatelist might well 
pause at the Island of Ascension, 
Central America’s El Salvador, 
or the state of Florida, so named 
from its discovery in the Flowery 
Easter time of the year. 

In fact, he might wel. spend 
many enjoyable months search- 
ing out the Biblical ramifications 
of the ovgrseas and island voy- 
agings (upon which latter I have 
not touched) of explorers, and 
— philatélic ramifications there- 
of.

Poland’s Famed 
Cracow Cathedral 


- Aloysius J. Paruzynski 


Although Scott’s catalog gives 
the names of Poland’s stamp types 
A41 and A109 at Wawel Castle, the 
prominent part of the design pic- 
tures the Wawel Cathedral. The 
Castle adjoining the catheral is in 
the background on the stamps. 

Wawel is a rock hill situated on 
the left bank of the Vistula River. 
It was a fortified seat of Polish 
kings and dukes from the very 
dawn of the nation’s history. The 
present Romanesque cathedral, the 
third erected upon this spot, was 
begun in 1320 by Nanker, bishop of 
Cracow and finished in 1346. 

The first was consecrated in 1110 
and the second around 1220. 

Its facade is very modest. In the 
middle there is a 12-petalled Gothic 
rose window—a Romanesque tower 
is on the southern side; to the north 
is the clock-tower built by Cardinal 
Zbigniew Olesnicki. Further and 
adjoining the north wall is a third 
steeple with a bell cast in 1520. 

In the center of the edifice is a 

huge baldachin of wrought silver 
plates, built in the 17th century over 
the coffin containing the body of St. 
Stanislaus, Bishop and Martyr, the 
patron saint of Poland. In both of 
the side aisles, and all along the 
nave which goes around the choir, 
chapels have been erected at vari- 
ous periods. There are 19 of these. 
In the treasury there are many 
extremely precious works of art, 
among them a chasuble made in 
1504 adorned with scenes from the 
life of St. Stanislaus. 
The cathedral served as a corona- 
tion church of Polish kings. A 
special feature of the ceremony 
was a solefn pentitential proces- 
sion to a neighboring Skalka church 
where St. Stanislaus had been mur- 
dered by a Polish King. In the 
lower church of the cathedral is a 
Romanesque crypt, the tomb where 
most of Poland’s kings lie buried. 
Originally the cathedral was dedi- 
cated to the Holy Saviour, later it 
was called Saint Wenceslaus. It 
is now the Cathedral of Saint Stanis- 
laus, bishop and martyr.

Many examples smaller than that 
can be found. 

A number of collectors disdain 
to collect such small examples of 
their chosen topical but a good 
rule, followed by many, is that 
if the item (church, for example) 
is recognizable — if only under 
a glass — then it is worthy to 
be collected. In other words, if 
the designer and engraver have 
gone to the trouble and effort to 
engrave the image — no matter 
how small — so that it can be 
recognized, then it should be col- 
lectable. 

The second airmail issue of 
Denmark is a good example of 
this. Type A2, showing towers 
of Copenhagen, has in it the 
spires of three churches. The one 
to the extreme right, between 
the border of the stamp and the 
tablet of value, is the spire of 
Vor Frelser’s Kirke (Church of 
Our Redeemer). 

This spire is unique because 
there is a spiral staircase run- 
ning around the outside of it 
leading to a statue of Christ on 
the top. The engraver could have 
engraved any sort of a spire 
here. It would have been easier 
and no one would have criti- 
cized if he had engraved a plain 
pointed spire. But a few extra 
hours work ano the spiral stair- 
case was tooled into place and 
is clearly visible on the stamp 
thus identifying this as the par- 
ticular spire that it is. 

Surely this can be added to a 
collection of churches, if only in 
honor of the skill of the engraver.

ally to the fly-speck specialist. 
We're all familiar with the col- 
lector who examines his stamps 
with a thirty power glass and 
is ever so delighted to find a 
wart on George Washington’s 
nose in the =2nd stamp in the 
upper left pane of plate 19185 
and that the third row of dots 
in the left spandrel on stamp 
27 has only six dots instead of 
seven. Well, even this individual 
would not be lost in the field of 
Religion on Stamps. Imagine his 
delight when he. discovers the 
Cathedral of Bermuda on type 
Al5. (It’s the building with the 
a on the corners of the tow- 
er. 

Or wait till his practiced eye 
falls on the angel on Honduras 
AP58. (It’s in the dead center of 
the stamp.) 

The collector who passed up 
stamps years ago in favor of cov- 
ers and cancellations has a bount- 
eous field awaiting him in re- 
ligious cancellations. Other na- 
tions of the world who long ago 
realized the advantages of pro- 
ducing colorful stamps have also 
pioneered the way in producing 
pictorial cancellations in infinite 
variety to please the eye. (Of 
course they are seldom found on 
stamps because that would not 
please the stamp col'ectors.) 

Germany, Austria, and Spain, 
have for years led the way in 
these pictorial cancellations. Tw» 
recent years, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, and the countries of South 
America have joined the parade. 
One can find as many sub-topics 
of religion (and other topicals) 
as there are on stamps. Madon- 
nas abound. Saints, crosses, and 
Christian symbolisms are plen- 
tiful and churches are well rep- 
resented 

There are non-pictorial cancel- 
lations, too. Canada has a nice bi- 
lingual “Observe Sunday” can- 
cellation which reminds us of the 
second Commandment. U. S. slo- 
gan cancel collectors recently 
added a religious slogan to their 
collections: “Evanston Welcomes 
World Council of Churches”. 
Some of them may remember the 
one from Manila: “XXXIII In- 
ternational Eucharistic Congress / 
Feb. 3-7, 1937, Manila, Philip- 
pines”. 
The collector of U. S. town 
marks has an open field. A mem- 
ber of COROS has a complete 
collection of U. S. town marks 
of names mentioned in the Bi- 
ble. Mounted with the appro- 
priate passage from the Bible 
alongside for reference, this 
makes a very interesting and 
unique showing of what can be 
done with a little initiative. 

A collection of postal marking 
of the Holy Land itself could 
well be formed and connected 
with Biblical history to form a 
prize winning collection. Cancel- 
lations from such familiar towns 
as Bethlehem, Jericho, Nazareth, 
and Jerusalem, are available on 
current covers. 

Most precancel enthusiasts have 
many religious stamps in their 
collections. If you have St. Louis, 
Mo., or St. Augustine, Fla., or 
any of the California ‘“San’s’, 
you have them. And don’t forget 
Corpus Christi, Texas, and La 
Crosse, Wis. Collections of these 
are not too hard to complete, 
though some items may be elu- 
sive. 

COROS makes sure that every 
member has precancels of phil- 
ately’s most important Saint ‘by 
mailing every edition of the 
COROS from San Gabriel, Calif. 
St. Gabriel, the Biblical messen- 
ger of God, is the patron saint 
of the mails and of philately. 
The collector who delights in 
a complete collectio.: of one coun- 
try has two low-cost potentials 
in the only two stamp issuing 
nations whose entire stamp pro- 
duction falls within the scope of 
religion on stamps — Israel and 
Vatican City. Every stamp _ is- 
sued by the Vatican has a relig- 
ious connection. That goes with- 
out saying. 

Many stamps of Israel have 
no religious connotation other 
than the word “Israel”, but that 
is enough to bring the entire 
country’s stamps into the relig- 
ious stamp album. However, it 
should be pointed out that col- 
lections of these two countries 
can not be considered in the re- 
ligious category unless they are 
especially written up to bring 
attention to the religious aspect. 
Maximum card enthusiasts are 
already enjoying a combination 
of philatelic activities in the field 
of religion on stamps. The maxi- 
mum card collector goes further 
than his stamp collecting broth- 
er. He must have not only the 
stamp but also a picture card 
of the design, or related item, and 
tied together with an appropriate 
cancellation. He has in his col- 
lection some of the most artis- 
tically beautiful of ali philatelic 
items, 

He can show the designs of his 
stamps with the aid of multi- 
colored, finely printed cards in- 











stead of a magnifying glass. The 


cancellation — which may or 
may not be of a topical nature 
— is right at hand, close to the 
stamps and the card. He has the 
greatest amount of philatelic in- 
terest in the smallest space and 
his write-up can briefly tie in all 
three. \ 

No topical colléctor should ov- 
erlook maximum cards and no 
maximum card collector should 
overlook topicals and, of course, 
religion offers a wider field than 
many other topicals because re- 
ligious cancellations are more 
prevalent than most other topical 
cancellations. 

Postal stationery is a field 
which has been long neglected by 
collectors, topical and otherwise. 
Probably a good many postal 
stationery collectors are neglect- 
ing topicals, too. Each field could 
discover new possibilities in the 


with the 1895 St. Anthony set 
of Portugal. But how many know 
that there was also a postal card 
issued at the same time show- 
ing St. Anthony preaching to the 
fishes. It is a beautiful card and 
far from rare. 

The scene is different and 
clearer than on the stamp. It 
sets itself off well’ on a page 
devoted to St. Anthony, or can 
well form the cornerstone of a 
collection of religion on postal 
stationery. 

A Polish set of 1933 shows 32 
scenes from the Life of Christ. 
Belgium’s Orval Abbey — honor- 
ed many times on_ beautiful 
stamps — will be found on a set 
of six postal cards issued:in 1929. 

Many religious edifices and 
saints which have been shown 
on stamps also appear on postal 
stationery. Likewise many saints 
will be found on postal station- 
ery who have never been por- 
trayed on a stamp. During the 
late twenties and early thirties 
Germany issued numerous sets 
of pictorial postal cards, many of 
which show churches and cathe- 
drals not found on stamps. 

Other countries — even Cana- 
da and Belgian Congo — have 
their own contributions in this 
same line. Indeed, a fertile field 
for the topical collector lies in 
postal stationery. It is only the 
lack of an ip-to-date catalog of 
the material available that keeps 
postal stationery a mystery to 
the topicalist. 

Local stamps and stamps of 
private posts are being collected 
more than ever, today. Serious 
philatelists have long studied 
these items and serious topical- 
ists are not overlooking them 
either — as their promoters well 
know — and religion is far from 
being the topical least concerned 
with these. 

The collector of mint U. S. — 
he musn’t be left out! He who 
isn’t interested in a stamp unless 
it’s on blue paper bearing an in- 
ternal revenue watermark with 
a Shermack perforation thrown 
in for good measure, will pro- 
bably be surprised to learn that 
there is some religious connota- 
tion on over fifty U. S. stamps. 
For those who doubt this a com- 
plete checklist will be found on 
another page in this paper. 

Although only two U. S. stamps 

have been issued with a definite 
religious motive, religion is still 
the largest topical group to be 
found on U. S. stamps, and in- 
cludes such unexpected items as 
a Spanish Cardinal, a Catholic 
Saint, a Jewish Rabbi, and an 
oriental religious symbol. 
_ Every type of philatelist can 
find allied activities in COROS. 
Only the perforation counter and 
the watermark soaker have been 
left out. But have they? For 
years Germany’s stamps were 
watermarked with the world’s 
oldest religious symbol — the 
swastika! Vatican’s early stamps 
were watermarked with the keys 
of St. Peter. 

And there’s a story about the 
the natives of Sudan refusing to 
use the early stamps of that coun- 
try because they could vaguely 
detect the shape of a cross in 
the watermark (which Scott tells 
us is really a Lotus flower) and 
they thought the whole idea of 
postage stamps was just a plot 
by the tricky British to make 
them kiss the cross every time 
they licked a stamp. Anyway, 
true story or not, the watermark 
was changed to multiple crescent 
and a star a few years later. And 
even if Scott is right, the Lotus 
flower is religiously symbolic in 
several religions — Buddhism, for 
one, 

By now it should be evident 
that the Collectors of Religion 
on Stamps are not confining 
themselves to a narrow field — 
all types of philatelic activity

Poland’s Famed 
Cracow Cathedral 


« Aloysius J. Paruzynski 


Although Scott’s catalog gives 
the names of Poland’s stamp types 
A41 and A109 at Wawel Castle, the 
prominent part of the design pic- 
tures the Wawel Cathedral. The 
Castle adjoining the catheral is in 
the background on the stamps. 

Wawel is a rock hill situated on 
the left bank of the Vistula River. 
It was a fortified seat of Polish 
kings and dukes from the very 
dawn of the nation’s history. The 
present Romanesque cathedral, the 
third erected upon this spot, was 
begun in 1320 by Nanker, bishop of 
Cracow and finished in 1346. 

The first was consecrated in 1110 
and the second around 1220. 

Its facade is very modest. In the 
middle there is a 12-petalled Gothic 
rose window—a Romanesque tower 
is on the southern side; to the north 
is the clock-tower built by Cardinal 
Zbigniew Olesnicki. Further and 
adjoining the north wall is a third 
steeple with a bell cast in 1520. 

In the center of the edifice is a 
huge baldachin of wrought silver 
plates, built in the 17th century over 
the coffin containing the body of St. 
Stanislaus, Bishop and Martyr, the 
patron saint of Poland. In both of 
the side aisles, and all along the 
nave which goes around the choir, 
chapels have been erected at vari- 
ous periods. There are 19 of these. 

In the treasury there are many 
extremely precious works of art, 
among them a chasuble made in 
1504 adorned with scenes from the 
life of St. Stanislaus. 

The cathedral served as a corona- 
tion church of Polish kings. A 
special feature of the ceremony 
was a solefn pentitential proces- 
sion to a neighboring Skalka church 
where St. Stanislaus had been mur- 
dered by a Polish King. In the 
lower church of the cathedral is a 
Romanesque crypt, the tomb where 
most of Poland’s kings lie buried. 

Originally the cathedral was dedi- 
cated to the Holy Saviour, later it 
was called Saint Wenceslaus. It 
is now the Cathedral of Saint Stanis- 
laus, bishop and martyr.

Many exampies smaller than that 
can be found. 

A number of collectors disdain 
to collect such small examples of 
their chosen topical but a good 
rule, followed, by many, is that 
if the item (church, for example) 
is recognizable — if only under 
a glass — then it is worthy to 
be collected. In other words, if 
the designer and engraver have 
gone to the trouble and effort to 
engrave the image — no matter 
how small — so that it can be 
recognized, then it should be col- 
lectable. 

The second airmail issue of 
Denmark is a good example of 
this. Type A2, showing towers 
of Copenhagen, has in it the 
spires of three churches. The one 
to the extreme right, between 
the border of the stamp and the 
tablet of value, is the spire of 
Vor Frelser’s Kirke (Church of 
Our Redeemer). | 

This spire is unique because 
there is a spiral staircase run- 
ning around the outside of it 
leading to a statue of Christ on 
the top. The engraver could have 
engraved any sort of a spire 
here. It would have been easier 
and no one would have criti- 
cized if he had engraved a plain 
pointed spire. But a few extra 
hours work ano the spiral stair- 
case was tooled into place and 
is clearly visible on the stamp 
thus identifying this as the par- 
ticular spire that it is. 

Surely this can be added to a 
collection of churches, if only in 
honor of the skill of the engraver.

ally to the fly-speck specialist. 
We're all familiar with the col- 
lector who examines his stamps 
with a thirty power glass and 
is ever so delighted to find a 
wart on George Washington’s 
nose in the «2nd stamp in the 
upper left pane of plate 19185 
and that the third row of dots 
in the left spandrel on stamp 
27 has only six dots instead of 
seven. Well, even this individual 
would not be lost in the field of 
Religion on Stamps. Imagine his 
delight when he. discovers the 
Cathedral of Bermuda on type 
Al15. (It’s the building with the 
5 on the corners of the tow- 
er. 

Or wait till his practiced eye 
falls on the angel on Honduras 
AP58. (It’s in the dead center of 
the stamp.) 

The collector who passed up 
stamps years ago in favor of cov- 
ers and cancellations has a bount- 
eous field awaiting him in re- 
ligious cancellations. Other na- 
tions of the world who long ago 
realized the advantages of pro- 
ducing colorful stamps have also 
pioneered the way in producing 
pictorial cancellations in infinite 
variety to please the eye. (Of 
course they are seldom found on 
stamps because that would not 
please the stamp collectors.) 

Germany, Austria, and Spain, 
have for years led the way in 
these pictorial cancellations. lw 
recent years, Sweden, Switzer- 
land, and the countries of South 
America have joined the parade. 
One can find as many sub-topics 
of religion (and other topicals) 
as there are on stamps. Madon- 
nas abound. Saints, crosses, and 
Christian symbolisms are plen- 
tiful and churches are well rep- 
resented 
There are non-pictorial cancel- 
lations, too. Canada has a nice bi- 
lingual “Observe Sunday” can- 
cellation which reminds us of the 
second Commandment. U. S. slo- 
gan cancel collectors recently 
added a religious slogan to their 
collections: “Evanston Welcomes 
World Council of Churches”. 
Some of them may remember the 
one from Manila: “XXXIII In- 
ternational Eucharistic Congress / 
Feb. 3-7, 1937, Manila, Philip- 
pines”. 

The collector of U. S. town 
marks has an open field. A mem- 
ber of COROS has a complete 
collection of U. S. town marks 
of names mentioned in the Bi- 
ble. Mounted with the appro- 
priate passage from the Bible 
alongside for reference, this 
makes a very interesting and 
unique showing of what can be 
done with a little initiative. 

A collection of postal marking 
of the Holy Land itself could 
well be formed and connected 
with Biblical history to form a 
prize winning collection. Cancel- 
lations from such familiar towns 
as Bethlehem, Jericho, Nazareth, 
and Jerusalem, are available on 
current covers. 

Most precancel enthusiasts have 
many religious stamps in their 
collections. If you have St. Louis, 
Mo., or St. Augustine, Fla., or 
any of the California ‘“San’s’, 
you have them. And don’t. forget 
Corpus Christi, Texas, and La 
Crosse, Wis. Collections of these 
are not too hard to complete, 
though some items may be elu- 


sive. 

COROS makes sure that every 
member has precancels of phil- 
ately’s most important Saint ‘by 
mailing every edition of the 
COROS from San Gabriel, Calif. 
St. Gabriel, the Biblical messen- 
ger of God, is the patron saint 
of the mails and of philately. 
The collector who delights in 
a complete collectio.: of one coun- 
try has two low-cost potentials 
in the only two stamp issuing 
nations whose entire stamp pro- 
duction falls within the scope of 
religion on stamps — Israel and 
Vatican City, Every stamp is- 
sued by the Vatican has a relig- 
ious. connection. That goes with- 
out saying. 

Many stamps of Israel have 
no religious connotation other 
than the word “Israel”, but that 
is encugh to bring the entire 
country’s stamps into the relig- 
ious stamp album. However, it 
should be pointed out that col- 
lections of these two countries 
can not be considered in the re- 
ligious category unless they are 
especially written up to bring 
attention to the religious aspect. 
Maximum card enthusiasts are 
already enjoying a combination 
of philatelic activities in the field 
of religion on stamps. The maxi- 
mum card collector goes further 
than his stamp collecting broth- 
er. He must have not only the 
stamp but also a picture card 
of the design, or related item, and 
tied together with an appropriate 
cancellation. He has in his col- 
lection some of the most artis- 
tically beautiful of ali philatelic 
items, 

He can show the designs of his 
stamps with the aid of multi- 
colored, finely printed cards in- 











stead of a magnifying glass. The 


cancellation — which may or 
may not be of a topical nature 
— is right at hand, close to the 
stamps and the card. He has the 
greatest amount of philatelic in- 
terest in the smallest space and 
his write-up can briefly tie in all 
three. \ 

No topical colléctor should ov- 
erlook maximum cards and no 
maximum card collector should 
overlook topicals and, of course, 
religion offers a wider field than 
many other topicals because re- 
ligious cancellations are more 
prevalent than most other topical 
cancellations. 

Postal stationery is a field 
which has been long neglected by 
collectors, topical and otherwise. 
Probably a good many postal 
stationery collectors are neglect- 
ing topicals, too. Each field could 
discover new possibilities in the 


other. Most of us are familiar] 


with the 1895 St. Anthony set 
of Portugal. But how many know 
that there was also a postal card 
issued at the same time show- 
ing St. Anthony preaching to the 
fishes. It is a beautiful card and 
far from rare. 

The scene is different and 
clearer than on the stamp. It 
sets itself off well’ on a page 
devoted to St. Anthony, or can 
well form the cornerstone of a 
collection of religion on postal 
stationery. 

A Polish set of 1933 shows 32 
scenes from the Life of Christ. 
Belgium’s Orval Abbey — honor- 
ed many times on_ beautiful 
stamps — will be found on a set 
of six postal cards issued:in 1929. 

Many religious edifices and 
saints which have been shown 
on stamps also appear on postal 
stationery. Likewise many saints 
will be found on postal station- 
ery who have never been por- 
trayed on a stamp. During the 
late twenties and early thirties 
Germany issued numerous sets 
of pictorial postal cards, many of 
which show churches and cathe- 
drals not found on stamps. 

Other countries — even Cana- 
da and Belgian Congo — have 
their own contributions in this 
same line. Indeed, a fertile field 
for the topical collector lies in 
postal stationery. It is only the 
lack of an ip-to-date catalog of 
the material available that keeps 
postal stationery a mystery to 
the topicalist. 

Local stamps and stamps of 
private posts are being collected 
more than ever, today. Serious 
philatelists have long studied 
these items and serious topical- 
ists are not overlooking them 
either — as their promoters well 
know — and religion is far from 
being the topical least concerned 
with these. 

The collector of mint U. S. — 
he musn’t be left out! He who 
isn’t interested in a stamp unless 
it’s on blue paper bearing an in- 
ternal revenue watermark with 
a Shermack perforation thrown 
in for good measure, will pro- 
bably be surprised to learn that 
there is some religious connota- 
tion on over fifty U. S. stamps. 
For those who doubt this a com- 
plete checklist will be found on 
another page in this paper. 

Although only two U. S. stamps 
have been issued with a definite 
religious motive, religion is still 
the largest topical group to be 
found on U. S. stamps, and in- 
cludes such unexpected items as 
a Spanish Cardinal, a Catholic 
Saint, a Jewish Rabbi, and an 
oriental religious symbol. 
_Every type of philatelist can 
find allied activities in COROS. 
Only the perforation counter and 
the watermark soaker have been 
left out. But have they? For 
years Germany’: stamps were 
watermarked with the world’s 
oldest religious symbol — the 
swastika! Vatican’s early stamps 
were watermarked with the keys 
of St. Peter. 

And there’s a story about the 
the natives of Sudan refusing to 
use the early stamps of that coun- 
try because they could vaguely 
detect the shape of a cross in 
the watermark (which Scott tells 
us is really a Lotus flower) and 
they thought the whole idea of 
postage stamps was just a plot 
by the tricky British to make 
them kiss the cross every time 
they licked a stamp. Anyway, 
true story or not, the watermark 
was changed to multiple crescent 
and a star a few years later. And 
even if Scott is right, the Lotus 
flower is religiously symbolic in 
several religions — Buddhism, for 
one. 

By now it should be evident 
that the Collectors of Religion 
on Stamps are not confining 
themselves to a narrow field — 
all types of philatelic activity 


are represented and all types oe- 
collectors will find comething 
interest ‘in religious topical] Col. 
lecting and in COROS. ;

Even in a general sense we can 
make three major classes of plate 
block collectors. ; 

1. The person who collects one (or 
a few) plate blocks, any number, 
any position.

In the second example, where 
the collector needs one plate num- 
ber in all four positions, the odds 
are very much against the dealer 
being able to supply all four posi- 
tions of the same number unless he 
had a stock of 25 to 50 assorted po- 
sition plate blocks. 
In the last instance, where the 
specialist comes in for a complete 
matched set of all six plate num- 
bers, in all 24 positions, it is pos-

and how they can paradoxically 
have more than one value. Actual- 
ly, if you can see it that way, a 
plate block can have three values. 

1. A plate block—just as any plate 
block. 

2. A plate block—as part of a 
matched plate number in four posi- 
tions could command a slightly 
higher value. 

3. A specific plate number, in a 
specific position, of a complete set, 
being so _ definitely pinpointed, 
would be hardest to find and to sup- 
ply. As part of the complete set it 
should have, and usually does, the 
highest value of the examples. 

Now, if I may show the same re- 
lationship with actual figures, these 
are all hypothetical figures, closely 
approaching issues that have been 
printed in the past, let us take a 3c

exactly one-third of the total num- 
ber of impressions. Actually, this 
rarely, if ever happens. Therefore 
the exact maximum number of 
complete sets, of all numbers and 
positions, is only as many as the 
total number of impressions made 
on the shortest press run of any 
two plate numbers. 

For example, if on the above is- 
sue of 100 million stamps printed, 
where six plate numbers were used, 
if on one pair of plate numbers the 
shortest run was 25,000 impressions, 
then the maximum number of com-

It is not often that you will find at 
a clerk’s stamp window more than 
one position of the same plate num- 
ber, much less four different posi- 
tions of the same number. 

There are also these important 
factors that enter into it, which de- 
termines the ease or difficulty 
you'll experience Before you com- 
plete the matching of one plate 
number in all four positions. How 
many trips, and how often do you 
have to visit your post office? Do 
you eventually complete matching 
your plate number? Are they al- 
Ways, or usually, well centered? 
Are you able to obtain only the 
plate block of four, or are you 
obliged to buy full sheets? If you 
are obliged to buy full sheets, are 
you able to dispose the balance of 
the sheet, at face, or at a discount; 
with ease or with difficulty? 

So, if and when you have a hard 
time, in one way or another, in 
completing one matched plate num- 
ber with the post office, you may 
choose, perhaps, to trade with some 
other collector from a local stamp 
club, or by correspondence with 
some plate block collector out of 
town. In the absence of this medi- 
um you then turn to the man who 
specializes in your needs, the plate
